A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Corsette. 

3. Claims 1, 4, 5, 13-19, 21-23 are allowed. 

4. It was determined that Corsette does not disclose the inner and outer grooves associated 
with each ball bearings, nor would it be considered obvious to provide to provide the grooves to 
Corsette, since Corsette discloses resilient means 27 that allows for play between shoulders 21 
and 22. The presence of grooves would teach away from the functioning of the resilient member.
